that Warren Reid is no longer with 
Kawasaki, his two-year contract 
having been settled via a “financial 
agreement." Rumors have Reid 
going to Suzuki for next season. 


Pay-off following The Superbikers was 
the scene of disagreement between 
riders and promoter Gavin Trippe. 
The riders understood Trippe to have 
said that all 30 riders would receive 
$1000 in start money, and purse 
money for the 15-rider main event 
would be paid on top of that. But 
when the difference between making 
the main event and finishing last 
versus not making the main at all was 
only $150, there was vehement rider 
protest, with the riders arguing that 
"start" money had nothing to due with 
"purse" money and Trippe arguing 


that he had meant the $1000 as 
minimum purse money. It was finally 
settled with Trippe adding $10,000 to 
be distributed equally among the 
riders who made the main event. That 
brought the purse up to $50,000, 
making it one of the highest paying 
events run this year on the west coast. 


Husqvarna continued its recent 
sweep of AMA National Enduro 
Championship Series events as 
Husky riders went 1-23 in the 
Checkpoints M.C. 114-mile Bad 
Mountain Enduro run Nov. 1 at Red 
Mountain, CA. Terry Cunningham 
was the overall winner, dropping 
18 points in a tough run, one point 
ahead of Tom Webb. Dick Burle- 
son was one point behind Webb, 
and one point in front of fourth 
overall, Team Yamaha's Larry 
Roeseler. The first A rider was 
Husky's Mike Melton, who 
dropped 22 for fifth overall. First B 


rider was Yamaha-mounted Greg 
Byers with a score of 71. Complete 


coverage next week. 


The unofficial AMA National Cham- 
pionship Enduro Series point standings 
after the Bad Mountain Enduro show 
Burleson leading with one round to 
go. King Richard has 245 points to 
Cunningham's 229 and Melton's 227. 
This is a best 10 of 12 event series and 
the points reflect the dropping of each 
rider's lowest finish. Each rider has a 
shot at the title though a second place 
finish by Burleson would assure him of 
his eighth consecutive championship 
no matter what. Both Cunningham 
and Melton have four National wins 
each while Burleson has two. The 
chance of a points tie is entirely 
feasible and if that happens the nod 
goes to the rider with the most wins.

Exclusive: Harley-Davidson V-4! 














Our cameras captured the oft rumored Harley-Davidson water-cooled V-4 at 
Alabama International Motor Speedway near Talladega, Alabama last week. 
Although the side plates hide most of the engine, the bottom end is the first 
giveaway that this isn't your usual Harley. Close examination of the photos 
reveals exhaust pipes exiting the front two cylinders and exhaust pipes 
from the rear pair near the rider's feet. There's an air filter located where the 
fuel tank would normally be, and a horizontally mounted radiator receives 
air from a pair of air scoops. Gas tanks are obviously mounted on the sides, 
under the seat.

What'll it B-LM? 


It is an accepted fact in the ORV 
community that the "Barstow to Vegas 
Trail Ride" for 1981 will take place 
November 28, 1981. I know this 
because the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment's staff has stated as such. I have 
written the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment seeking information regarding 
what their plans are for this Thanks- 
giving weekend. 

Last year, BLM was on site and 
— out maps and took care of first 
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aid. We, the off-roaders would like to 
do this, but things would then be “or- 
ganized" and those people trying to 
help could end up in court. Because 
BLM was on hand last year, I am 
assuming that the Bureau is planning 
to do the same thing this year; they 
will not let the ORV community do it 
(because they won't issue a permit)! By 
issuing a permit for the B to V, any 
problems would be alleviated. 

The B to V Trail Ride may be run 
legally if groups of less than 50 are 
maintained. I will personally be riding 
with a group which will be less than 
10, perfectly legal. Nice, huh? 

If you are planning to ride from 
Barstow to Vegas on November 28, 
1981, I would suggest that you plan 
ahead with regard to hotel reservations 
in Las Vegas and call the Bureau of 
Land Management and ask them what 
they are planning to do with this year's 
Barstow to Vegas. Because they know 
that the Barstow to Vegas takes place 
every year, yet will not issue a permit 
for it, I must assume that they are be- 
coming sponsors because they had 
handed out maps and provided first 
aid in past years. 

As of the date of this letter, I have 
received no reply from the Bureau of 
Land Management to a letter request- 
ing information as to their plans for 
Thanksgiving Weekend 1981. Conser- 
vative estimates show 1,000 dirt bikers 
to be on hand along with 100 four- 
wheel-drive vehicles and possibly 1,000 
street riders along with an appropriate 
number of pit crews and spectators. I 
sure hope that BLM knows what they 
are doing! Make it easy on yourself, 
BLM; issue a permit, let the off-roaders 
run it! Please, let's not have any of the 
double talk we got last year. We were 
told a permitted race may take plan in 
February 1981, per Jim Moses. Well, 
what happened to it?

The double-engine Honda Hawk 
streamliner made a one-way run at 
Bonneville of 285 mph. However the 
‘liner later hit some soft salt and 
crashed, so a two-way official record 
could not be set. 


Malcolm Smith and Gunnar Nillson 
teamed to take the motorcycle victory 
in the NORRA Baja 1000, as well as 
second overall behind Parnelli Jones' 
fast Bronco. Eighty miles from the 
finish Nillson hit a rock and was 
thrown into a bed of cactus, and 
though huge splinters penetrated to 
the bone and could not be removed 
without medical attention, he made 
it across the line. Second bike was the 
four-stroke Honda 350 twin of Bill 
Silverthorn and Gene Fetty, while 
Phil Bowers and Mike Patrick 
utilized a two-stroke Yamaha 350 twin 
to take third. 


English factory AJS rider Vic East- 
wood made an appearance at the 
CMC's Saddleback motocross, sweeping 
all three motos of the 500cc Expert 
class. 


The Federacion Motocicliste Inter- 
nationale approved the Formula 750 
road racing cataegory, with world 
championship status set for 1974. 


Despite suffering a broken toe in the 
final moto, Husky's Heikki Mikkola 
collected the overall win at the Trans- 
AMA Series round in St. Peters, MO. 
Suzuki's Joel Robert, winner of seven 
Trans-AMA events the previous year, 
won his first moto of 1971 for a second 
overall placing. Top American was 
Brad Lackey (CZ) at 18th, right 
behind Roger DeCoster (Suz). Tim 
Hart (Mai) won the 250cc National 
class. 


Wyman Priddy took a pair of CZs to 
wins in the 250 and 500cc Expert 
classes at Mosier Valley MX Park in 
Arlington, TX. 


Mike Kidd bested J.C. Klusemeyer 
and Jon Minonno to win the 250cc 
GP class in a road race in Green 
Valley, TX. In other action, Tommy 
Byars was the winner over Pee Wee 
Gleason in 250cc Production. 


Ken Habeck, a schoolteacher from 
Seattle, WA, took $100 in cash for 
winning the second annual High 
Desert 100 near Bend, OR. Dick 
Jagow finished second in a close race. 


Since it was the night before Halloween, 
Perris Raceway held a “Girlie Night" 
along with their regular TT scrambles. 
The girls in this case were men in 
costume, and the winner of that 
competiton was reported to be one 
"Carlotta Got-A-Lot," from the 


Virgin Islands. In the regular Open

The Superbikers lll 


Wise and 
Honda tops 


again

CARLSBAD, CA, NOV. 1 


Steve Wise and Team Honda took top honors 
for the second year in a row at the third annual 
Superbikers race at Carlsbad Raceway. ^I just 
rode my own race; I wanted to set the pace my- 


self, I didn't want to be behind 
anybody else," said the Honda 
motocrosser after winning the 12- 
lap main event on a beautifully 
summer-like day. After the first two 
laps, he wasn't. 

Honda's 1979 World 500cc Moto- 
cross Champion Graham Noyce held 
off Kawasaki's 1981 AMA Superbike 
Road Race Champion Eddie Lawson, 
who rode a works KX motocrosser, by 
a few bikelengths for second. 

In the Bel-Ray Challenge Cup team 





competition (to qualify, each team 
had to be composed of a dirt tracker, a 
motocrosser and a road racer), Team 
Honda, with riders Mickey Fay, Wise 
and John Bettencourt, grabbed the 
spotlight for the second year in a row 
at 38 points. Scoring was done moto- 
cross style with heat and main event 
scores added, low score winning. 

Team Maico was the only team to 
get all three riders into the main. Steve 
Eklund, Rich Schlachter and Carlos 
Serrano came up with 46 points for 
second team on bikes they'd had out of 
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the crate four days. 

Third in team competition was 
Team Dallas Baker Products, riders 
Mike Kidd, Mike Baker and Dave 
Aldana combining for 49 points. Baker 
DNF his heat when he lost his rear 
brake and didn’t transfer to the main. 
Aldana’s bike seized in the main. 

As they have in the previous two edi- 
tions of the race, 500cc-class motocross 
bikes were the hot ticket for the half 
paved, half dirt two-mile track. For 
the first time, however, a four-stroke 
did not make it into the main, and all 
of the four-strokes entered were 500cc 
thumpers. 

Another change was to the track it- 
self. While the dirt portion remained 
much like it has in the past, the 
asphalt section was run “backwards.” 
In an effort to make the paved part of 
the circuit a bit trickier and slower, 
the riders went backwards down the 
drag strip portion, negotiating two 
haybale-lined chicanes which forced 
them to brake and slow in key places 
before turning down the drag strip’s 
return road. An over/under bridge 
marked the spot where they returned 
to both the dirt and pavement. 


Heats 


The five first finishers from each of 
the three eight-lap heats transferred to 
the 12-lap main. There would be no 
second chance. 

In the first heat, comprised of road 
race specialists, Eddie Lawson latched 
on to the early lead and ran the rest of 
the distance unchallenged. Though he 
overshot the first chicane on lap four, 
Lawson quickly flicked his bike side- 
ways to a stop and re-entered the course 
where he had left it, still having time 


to spare before the second-place rider 
came by. 


That happened to be Dave Aldana 
who quickly rode from fourth to 
second in the early going on a Dallas 
Baker/ATK Yamaha. Ever the fun- 
loving type, Aldana kicked out both 
feet and appeared to be pedaling mad- 
ly when he received the checkered flag 
about six seconds after Lawson. 

John Bettencourt on a Honda 
CR480R, 1981 World Sidecar Cham- 
pion (well, half the team, at least) Rolf 
Biland on a Husky CR430 and Rich 
Schlachter on a Maico 490 were the 
next riders across and into the main, 
just ahead of a pass/re-pass skirmish in 
the final laps between Honda's Mike 
Spencer and Frenchman Jean-Claude 
Olivier on a Team Gaulioses/Sonauto 
Yamaha 465. 

Dirt trackers gave the crowd, and 
ABC's Wide World of Sports film 
crew, a good show in the next heat. 
1981 AMA/Winston Pro Series Cham- 
pion Mike Kidd, aboard another Dallas 
Baker/ATK Yamaha, jumped in front 
with Ricky Graham on the Ron Wood 
Can-Am thumper TT bike, Maico- 
mounted Steve Eklund and Honda- 
mounted Ted Boody stepping in be- 
hind. 

Over the next few laps, Graham put 
the thumper to work and slowly closed 
on Kidd until he was right on Kidd's 
DTII's by lap four. Graham had the 
momentum and appeared ready to go 
by at any time. “That four-stroke was 
working better in the dirt than mine," 
said Kidd later. 

As the duo headed down the dirt 
section and over the cross-over bridge 
before dropping back onto the pave-

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ment on lap six, Graham tried to 
move. In an attempt to outbrake Kidd 
into the slow paved left there, how- 
ever, Graham apparently locked the 
rear wheel and killed his motor, which 
threw him against the haybales. He 
tried to restart the bike right away, but 
it balked, letting Kidd and four other 
riders go by. 

With Graham worrying him no long- 
er, Kidd took the win easily followed 
by Lawson's teammate Wayne Rainey, 
Boody, Eklund and Honda-mounted 
Scott Pearson. 

Defending Superbikers Champ Wise 
led from the drop of the green in the 
motocross heat with Pro Circuit Husky 
rider Jeff Jennings, Graham Noyce, 
Maico's Carlos Serrano and Dallas 
Baker/ATK Yamaha rider Mike 
Baker dropping into place behind. 

Noyce powered his way past Jennings 
on lap three and set out after team- 
mate Wise who appeared to be run- 
ning away. However, he caught up to 
the Texan in the final half of the race 
and went into the lead on the last lap 
in the dirt. Wise fell trying to repass 
the Briton and settled for second, re- 
vealing later that he'd been riding with 
a power-robbing broken pipe for 
much of the race. 

Yamaha's 500cc Grand Prix moto- 
cross contender Hakan Carlqvist rode 
from near the back of the pack into 
third at the finish aboard his works 
bike. Jennings, who had been running 
third, experienced an engine seizure 
on the last lap, coasted around the 
half-mile turn with a dead engine, 
then flipped the choke on and bumped 
it to life, nursing it the remaining dis- 
tance to the finish with Serrano the 
only other rider to get by, relegating 





him to fifth. 


Main 
Lawson got the holeshot in the main 


'event with Noyce and Kidd trailing. 


Wise got a good start from the second 
row and was in the lead pack moving 
up on the return road. 

With one lap down, it was Lawson, 
Noyce and Wise in front. Rainey, 
Kidd, Aldana and Carlqvist flashed 
past the stands next. 

Wise passed Noyce on the pavement 
the next time around, Lawson in the 
dirt on the third circuit. After that, it 
was no contest as Wise was unpressed. 
"Cliff White and Paul Turner did a 
fantastic job," Wise declared after the 
race. "They got the tires working 
good, we had the pipe, everything was 
perfect in the end. ; 

"In the heat race, we had problems. 
I was glad the pipe broke in the heat 
race because if it would have broke in 
the main, I wouldn't have won." 

Noyce slipped past Lawson on the 
third lap but couldn't seem to shake 
the road racer. “I think I had a little 
bit, maybe 10% more on the dirt, 
and, like, he had 10% more on the 
road, braking," said Noyce. "He got 
me every time going down the hill 
(into a downhill right-hand hairpin) 
'cause he knew when to leave it — the 
braking — to the last. 

"Steve got a good seven seconds on 
me. To pull it back on this type of 
circuit is hard to do, but I was hoping 
something might happen, not that he 
hurts himself, but that he might slip 
off or something. I think if it had been 
20 laps, I might have been in there 
with à chance because he was tiring a 
little bit and I was catching him. I got 


down to three seconds at the end or 
something. But he rode a good race. 

"I enjoyed it anyway, that's the 
main thing." 

Lawson agreed. "I could outbrake 
him 'cause I had a little better brakes 
(the front disc on the Kawasakis were 
the giant numbers off their road race 
bike), but in the dirt, I lost quite a bit 
to him 'cause I'm so out of shape com- 
pared to those guys. It was rough, but 
I had a good time; it was fun. I've got 
the flu and that really kind of 
knocked it out of me. By the fifth lap, 
I was just hanging on." 

Rainey, who won his dirt track heat 
but fell and DNF on the first lap of the 
main last year, said, "I was just happy 
to get fourth." He complained of shift- 
ing problems but no one passed him 
during the main, Kidd and Carlqvist 
hung close to him during the initial 
going, but Rainey left them to fight 
between themselves while he hung 
onto fourth. 

The Kidd/Carlqvist matchup was 
another good one to watch with the 
dirt tracker on a stock-looking YZ keep- 
ing the grand prix works motocrosser 
at bay, at least until the last lap. “I just 
messed up going into what they call 
the half-mile turn," said Kidd. "He 
went low and I went high and it was a 
race to the jump and he beat me to it. 
From there, it was follow the leader 
back around." 

Carlqvist apparently was watching 
Kidd in that particular turn for a few 
laps and planning his move there before 
he could make it stick. "He (Kidd) 
went so fast into the half-mile turn and 
go outside and I'd go the inside line," 
said the Swede. “I tried to pass b* . 
there three, four times, and I pa.sed 


him in the end on the last lap. If I 
passed him a little bit earlier, I think I 
could have got up to the Kawasaki guy 
(Rainey)." 

Pearson, Eklund, Boody and Betten- 
court rounded out the top 10. 


According to Wise, “This year, the 
braking was the most important part 
of the race; you had to really brake 
hard so I concentrated really hard on 
getting my braking techniques down 
and getting the lines where I wanted to 
brake. That's one of the most import- 
ant things I worked on through the 
two days (of practice). 

"I just wanted to play it cool and 
make sure I didn't crash, make sure 
nothing went wrong and just try to be 
safe; that's what I wanted to do, that's 
what I did so I just thank the Lord!" 


Wise did acknowledge feeling pres- 
sure as the defending champ, though. 
"I've been the fastest all week long and 
it's really tough on me, puts a lot of 
pressure on me because I have been 
the fastest and I guess I'm the guy to 
shoot for. I really had to be watching 
it. After I broke out in third or fourth, 
I said, ‘Okay, settle down.’ Then I was 
ready to go.” e

Vetter High Mileage 


Contest

The old rule of thumb in production road rac- 
ing (Stay Stock) seems also to apply in economy 
runs. In the Craig Vetter National High Mile- 
age contest all the techno-trick entries suc- 


cumbed to various problems, 
while the production bikes sailed 
on through. 

Vetter’s own Streamliner near- 
ly missed the run entirely. While en- 
route to the event the Kawasaki 250 
popped its oil sight glass and drained 


the lubricant, resulting in a holed pis- 
ton. Unable to find a replacement, the 
team plugged the ventilation with a 
$mm bolt and reassembled the machine 
at the starting line. But their miseries 
hadn’t ended. On the course, rider Joe 
Minton got into some pea gravel in a 











tight turn, drifted into the other lane 
and centerpunched a jeep. 

Minton was unhurt and credited the 
Streamliner's bodywork for protecting 
his leg from contact with the 4- 
wheeler. But the Streamliner was badly 
crippled. The jeep driver likely thought 
he was under attack by motorcycles 
from outer space. 

Team Honda didn't fare much 
better, plagued with what project lead- 
er Dix Erickson called "a myriad of 
technical problems." Foremost among 
their hassles were visibility troubles 
with the Lexan canopy. Rider Brian 
Uchida found himself disoriented at 
times and unable to pilot the pod safely. 
As Erickson put it, "We tend to not 
realize how much visual importance 
goes into riding a motorcycle.” 

The custom CB125 was surely the 
most aerodynamically slick vehicle in 
the event. The chassis was fitted with 
smaller wheels and a rigid rear end, 
and featured an elaborate ducting 
system using the rear wheel as a centri- 
fugal pump to draw air through the 
cockpit. The fully enclosed machine 
was equipped with retractable out- 
rigger wheels amidships. 

Dan Hanebrink's team of teenie- 
screamers also suffered numerous me- 
chanical woes and didn’t. finish on 
time. The 20-inch bicycle frames car- 
ried 37cc weed cutter engines and 10- 
speed bike gears. 

Most of the spectator attention went 
to the trio of three-wheelers on hand, 
each as different from the other as 
they all were from  two-wheelers. 
Chuck Ophorst’s Feora was the most 
radical design, resembling a cross be- 
tween a Messerschmidt and a manta 
ray. But the beautifully detailed trike 
failed to finish, and with Doug Male- 
wicki's California Commuter running 
a diesel engine for demonstration only, 
the top trike was Chuck Clayton's Hy- 
Bird. While the combo VW-rear/ 
electric-front power system didn't post 
any record-breaking mileage figures, 
the Claytons obviously rode in more 
comfort than any of the other 
contestants. - 


The winner of the $300 prize for first 
place in the production class was Mike 
Hishiki of Hawthorne. Riding a stock 
Honda XL80 with clip-ons and road 
tires, he logged 189 mpg. Mike's only 
regret was not wearing a jacket; a 10- 
mile stretch of cold coastal fog had 
him chattering, but the prize money 
warmed him right up. 

Charlie — Perethian of Santa 
Margarita took the $200 for second 
place on his Honda XL250, posting a 
figure of 147 mpg. Third place and 
$100 went to Steve Posson of San Luis 
Obispo; 129 mpg on a GS425 Suzuki. 
“T lugged it a lot,” said Steve. 

The industry class trophy (a marvel 
in itself) was captured by Steve Kim- 
ball of Cycle World riding a Honda 
Passport. The winning number: 198 
mpg. 

As you may have figured, the rules 
in the industry class were not too strict. 
And although the purpose of the event 
was to display motorcycle economy in 
real road conditions, it was a contest. 
And the purpose of entering a contest 
is to win. And the way to win on a 
noped is to trail a slightly larger 
machine acting as a windbreaker. 
Which is fine. The only problem with 
having a friend in front of you 
breaking wind is that it smells bad. In 
the end. So to speak. 

For next year Vetter plans to route 
the contest up Highway One for the 
Laguna Seca race at Monterey. The 
conditions imposed by the coast road 
will bring a new set of interesting and 
entertaining approaches to the prob- 
lems of high-efficiency travel. Entrants 
are advised that while part of the 
equation is “What’ll it do?," another 
part, of equal value, reads, “Is it fun

Sharing their hometown advantage 
are former 125 and 500cc Champion, 
Marty Smith, newly crowned 500cc 
National Champ, Broc Glover, the 
1980 U.S.G.P. winner and native San 
Diegan, Marty Moates, Rick Johnson, 
and the first stadium race winner, 
Marty Tripes. This fearsome fivesome 
plans to ride on the enthusiasm of the 
local crowd to cheer them on to 
victory. "San Diego is a great town for 
sports," says Broc Glover. "I'm sure 
they'll pack the place to watch us 
ride!" "I'm really looking forward to 
this," said Marty Moates. "Last year I 
was in a cast, so this will be my first 
race ever in San Diego, I heard it was 
the best stadium race of the year last 
year."

Many enthusiasts believe that a rider 
is only as good as the bike he uses. But, 
each year the bikes have improved. 
This season, Team Suzuki has enjoyed 
the benefits of their Full Floater sus- 
pension system, which allows greater 
control of the bike. It powers out of 
jumps better and absorbs pounding 
with less vibration and more stability. 
Yet our American Team Honda took 
their 250cc Pro Link stadium bikes to 
Europe for the Motocross and Trophee 
des Nations races and beat the best 
factory works GP bikes hands down. 
Yamaha seems to have worked out any 
complaints team members had the be- 
ginning of the year as is evidenced by 
Glover's triumphs and their domina- 
tion of the Trans-USA Series. But in 
the end, the winning combination is 
the man and machine that have con- 
quered the rigors of the racetrack itself. 


There has not been a stadium race 
since mid-July's L.A. Sprite Superbowl. 
For the past months, the riders have 
been contesting outdoor motocross. 
Supercross is a lot tougher. A man- 
made track of snake-like twists, coils, 
and jumps leaves no margin for error. 
A “planned strategy” approach is prac- 
tically out of the question due to the 
tightly-constructed layout. Most of the 
riders feel that if they don’t get the 
holeshot, that they must determine the 
“best” line and stick with it. At San 
Diego, it will be different. The course 
has been re-vamped to allow more 
multiple-line racing and more passing. 
This new design, coupled with 13 
ominous obstacles, will cause a real 
handlebar derby. 


The COCA-COLA SUPERCROSS 
FINALS will wrap-up a spectacular 
year of racing for the 450,000 nation- 
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wide spectators in a grueling season of 
wheel-to-wheel combat for the riders. 
Several superstars have been 
temporarily aced out by falling prey to 
injury. Barnett, with his broken collar- 
bone, Chuck Sun with torn ligaments 
in his ankle, Steve Wise, with both foot 
and rib injuries, and Kent Howerton, 
with broken wrist bones, have all been 
victims of the treacherous sport of 
motocross. Although battered, bruised, 
and broken; and with the exception of 
Howerton, all of these champions will 
compete in the last Supercross of the 
season! 

Thrills and chills from beginning to 
end will provide fans with sensational 
entertainment. Halftime activities in- 
clude a Honda ATC250R Demo, and 
a special four-stroke invitational eight- 
lap race. Some of the four-stroke shoot- 
ers storming the track will be ProTec's 
Eric McKenna (who won the four- 
stroke demo at Anaheim), White 
Bros.’ Lance Moorwood, and Al Baker's 
WFO Products, Rich Eierstadt. Watch 
for dark horses!

Melton edges 
Cunningham for 
Cowbell win

BELLINGHAM, WA, OCT. 25 


'The 51st consecutive running of the Mt. Baker 


Motorcycle Club National Cowbell Enduro 


earned Husky rider Mike Melton his third 
National Enduro win this year, as he beat out 


Terry Cunningham by one second 
at the tie-breaker. 

The promoters of the event 
had expected four AA riders for 
the event, but an unfortunate incident 
eliminated one of the riders from the 
field. Friday night, while parked at a 
downtown Bellingham hotel, the 
Team Husqvarna truck was broken 
into. The 1982 prototype that Tom 
Webb was to test ride and write up was 
stolen, as well as Terry Cunningham's 
250. The 250 was found later that 
night in a ditch not far away. Rumor 





has it that a “fan” of King Richard 
wanted a small souvenir to take home 
with him. 

The event, blessed with good 
weather (no rain, no snow) was well 
organized and executed by promoters 
Lyle Duronso and Fred Boettner with 
lots of help from the M.B.M.C. There 
were no protests filed, although the 
seventh check had to be scored only as 
an observation check based on a prece- 
dent set at the Black Coal National. 
The ruling states that a reset cannot 
be used in the three-mile rule for a 
checkpoint after a gas check. 











The riders left start for the Toad 
Lake riding area, a nice trail section 
into check one at 5.6 miles. The course 
then wound its way through wood and 
logging road sections to check two and 
then first gas stop. 


They continued up Stewart 
Mountain to check three, the start of a 
five-mile check-in/check-out section. 
The riders easily handled the 30 mph 
average to the first emergency tie- 
breaker at check four. 


From check four, there was a speed 
change to 12 mph through "Lyle's 
Death March," One-eyed Kelly trail, 
and a new trail section through virgin 
timber — 16 miles of continuous trail to 
the top of Cub Creek to check five. 
Most riders were still without point 
loss. 

A second reset gave the riders 20 
minutes before hitting the second gas 
stop at 55 miles. A large water crossing 
at Skookum Creek made for lots of 
excitement and several spectacular 
crashes. 

The section from gas to check eight 
was through the Saxon Middle Loop 
on good trails and lesser logging roads 
at 24 mph. They checked back in to 
the same gas area, then up the back 
side of Cub Creek to check nine. 

The next section was the only place 
that all riders lost time. The four-mile 
Roots Ridge trail was run at 24 mph, 
allowing the riders 10 minutes. Melton 











was the fastest rider through the tight, 
hand-built trail with no straights. 
Melton lost 3:12, Cunningham had 
3:13, and Burleson lost 3:19. 


The rest of the course took the riders 
back to the top of Stewart Mountain to 
a 10-minute reset at check 10. Then 
they were off to the clubgrounds for 
the finish on basically the same trails 
and roads as in the morning. 


All in all, everyone was quite 
pleased with the organization, the 
course and the turnout. At the first gas 
stop, the out-of-area riders were 
remarking that they had hoped for 
faster speeds. The promoters, 
however, are very: aware of the fre- 
quently inclement conditions and 
prepared the course and speeds for 
worse weather. .

Many of those attending the 10th Annual Grif- 
fith Park Sidecar Rally were having trouble 
remembering where those 10 years went. 

It hardly seemed that long ago that Doug 


Bingham, manufacturer of the 
Side Strider, and U.S. distributor 
of Watsonian and Globe, organ- 
ized a picnic as an excuse for 
three-wheel devotees to gather. Some 
40 machines gathered on the road- 
side in a corner of the park. 

Oh, there've been some changes. 

The hairline has receded another 
couple inches back of the helmet visor, 
and shocks with a stiffer spring rate 
installed to compensate for added girth. 

And the sidecar "renaissance" of the 
1970s, fueled by the interest of such as 
Bingham, has resulted in the appear- 
ance of new makes such as California 
Sidecar, Equalean, Motorvation, Ken- 
na, and Vetter; alongside the more 
established: Thompson, Continental, 
Harley-Davidson, Watsonian, Globe, 
and Bingham. 

But the reason for missing the pas- 
sage of time is simple, really. The 
basic motorcyclist does not age! 

How else can you explain the annual 
arrival of Burbank's Freddie Ellsworth 
and daughter, Susan, on a 1950 
Triumph with Flexi sidecar that does 
not look like it could cross your zip 
code; but which last year traveled to 
an event in Estes Park, CO, with side 
trip to Yellowstone? 

I mean, they invented the word, 
"ageless" for this cycle and rider com- 
bination. 

Or, how about the timeless, yearly 
arrival of Pasadena's John Rosema on 
an authentic 1943 BMW military 
sidecar, which saw service in Africa 
and Russia during WW II? 

The German-helmeted Rosema’s 
entrance with the machine gun-mount- 
ed sidecar, with the declaration that, 
“We come in peace,” is always a high- 
light of the vent. 

With the cooperation of the park 
rangers, permits were arranged from 
the third year on, which allowed for 
overnight camping and parking the side- 
cars on the grass. The result has been 
the arrival of the Griffith Park rally as 
a motorcycle “event.” 

This year, there were 327 sidecars 
registered! And the solo bike parking 
area numbers were testimony to the in- 
creasing number of motorcycle enthusi- 
asts now making the annual pilgrimage 





just to “look and see” some very neat 
machinery. 

And, there was something for every- 
one. 

The Southern California Sidechack 
Association had a wide variety of com- 
petition machinery on hand. From the 
sleek, monocoque road race kneeler; 
to the skeletal motocross and desert 
hack. 

The English bike parking area fur- 
nished a tantalizing mix of Triumph, 
Matchless, BSA, and Ariel Square 
Four, for fans of the Union Jack. 

There were row upon row of con- 
temporary motorcycle and sidecar 
combinations, from Vespa scooter to 
Yamaha Midnight Special to turbo- 
charged Honda and BMW. 

But, as always, one of the most pop- 
ular areas was that containing the 
classics and restorations. 

The bikes only seem to get more 
beautiful with age. And the stories of 
their find and procurement are as in- 
teresting and varied as the motorcy- 
cles themselves. 

Unhappy with the stock Harley- 
Davidson sidecar on his 1979 1200 
FLH, Walker Edmiston found a beau- 
tiful 1944 Harley-Davidson through an 
ad in the Recycler! 

The most exquisite restoration this 
year was probably the 1941 Harley- 
Davidson 61, with Goulding sidecar, 
belonging to Del Du Chene. 

Or, how about the beautiful 1968 
650 Triumph that Bill Guntner, of 
Long Beach, CA, bought in Panama, 
new, while in the service? They were 
buying them then for $750, in the 
crate, with spare parts! 

Or how about the two 1955 Messer- 
schmidts? 

Or, how about the 1942 Harley- 
Davidson Navy Shore Patrol sidecar in 
its original “battleship grey?" 

Or, how about... ? 

Or, how about watching for the 
dates of, next year's Griffith Park Side- 
car Rally, and catching it yourself.

Smith claims title 
with 100s H&H 
win

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, OCT. 25 
Dan Smith captured the 100's 
M.C. 14th annual hare 'n' hound, 
and in doing so captured the D- 
37 desert Open class champion- 
ship. 

The first loop was 50 miles and at 
9:03 a.m. the banner dropped. Smith 
kicked his bike and then kicked again. 
Finally, his machine came to life and 
smith was on his way to a very 
rewarding win. 

The start was wide open out across 
the valley, but with enough.rocks and 
rain ruts to keep you on your toes. 
About a mile past the bomb, the 
course became tight in the rocks 
leading to check one. One mile past 
that check, running first was Husky- 
mounted Open rider Smith with Lee 
Schefers (Yam) 15 seconds behind. 
Another Husky rider, Brett Howell, 
was making his move, 20 seconds 
behind Scheffers. First Vet Bill 
Saltzman came next and Dave Chase 
was pushing him hard. Howard 
McCasland on a KTM was sixth and 
looking good. Ed Pierce, first 250cc 
was next. First Senior rider was Nate 
Sciacqua and he was on the throttle. 
Meanwhile, Dan Ashcraft on a Husky 
was running back in the 40s due to 
fouling a plug on the bomb run. 

The Novice start was at 9:24. 
Beginner John Butera was glad when 
the banner finally dropped. He kicked 
his bike so many times before the 
banner went up trying to start it, that 
the one last kick as the banner 
dropped was a real effort. Thankfully 
it started and Butera was on his way. 
Beginner Oliver Rathlein took the lead 
on a Yamaha 465 one mile past check 
one with Novice Guy Kibbe next. 
Getting it on in third place was Novice 
Dan Seagondollar. 

Dan Smith, increasing his overall 
lead, was having an outstanding ride. 
Dan Ashcraft was really working hard 
playing catch-up. His biggest problem 
was trying to get around Senior class 
rider Gary Charters. Dan later said Gary 
was really on it and gave him big 
trouble. Scott Postma was having his 
own problems riding his dad's Can- 
Am for the first time. He later said he 
was overshooting turns and bouncing 
over the whoop-de-doos. 

Coming into home check off the first 
loop, it was still Dan Smith. Dan had a 
one and a half minute lead over the 
next rider. Lee Scheffers came in next 
with Bill Saltzman third, five minutes 
behind. Hard charging Brett Howell 
was fourth. Howard McCasland 
looking great as always was fifth. First 
250cc rider and sixth overall was Ed 
Pierce. Dan Ashcraft had worked his 
way up to seventh overall. Next bike in 
was Senior Nate Sciacqua; he was 
having a great ride. Nate was followed 
by first Amateur Murray Kapko who 
had it together for this race. 

Hard charging Gary Charters was 
first Senior "C" bike to home check. 
Leaving home check, the 250cc Senior 
class was continuing to be the most 
competitive of the day as Ron Bebo 
(Yam), Al Guzman (Suz), and Dick 
Postma (KTM) all got to home check 
within one minute of each other. First 
woman in was Lorni Vincent. First 
Trailbike was David Duke. 

The second Bd was 25 miles and as 
Bill Saltzman put it, if you had to run 
on a flat tire this was the course for it. 








Smith still had things under control, 
except for overshooting a couple of 
ledges that could have been marked 
better. Scheffers was keeping Dan's 
dust in sight, but couldn't close the 
gap. Third and fourth positions were 
changing as Vet Saltzman was 
dropping back with a rear flat. Howell 
lost the course and also a few places. 
McCasland was coming on hard and 
was now third overall. Ashcraft was 
still working hard and moving up. 
Amateur Kapko had moved up to 
eighth Miura Senior rider Sciacqua 
didn't show any signs of tiring and 
moved up another notch. 

The dash for first Novice was still 
going on with 250cc rider Dan Seagon- 
dollar holding off Open rider Guy 
Kibbe.

Next rider in 
was a very tired Dan Ashcraft, first 
250cc, having moved up to fourth 
overall. Next was Veteran Bill 
Saltzman at fifth overall. Ed Pierce, 
second 250cc, was sixth overall. Senior 
Sciacqua honored the seventh place 
spot. Holding down the eighth spot 
and-first Amateur was Kapko.

After crossing back over Trona 
Rd. near the now closed Charlie's 
Place, the trail looped back to the pits. 

Kenny Kemp outscored all comers 
by dropping just five seconds to take 








first one loop overall and top 200cc C 
under 16 brass. One tick slower was 
the first one loop gal, Kay Hopkins, in 
the 200cc B Women class. Mike Cham- 
berlain, Jr. and Eric Wicker tied for 
third overall and first Mini C at eight 
seconds lost along with first Mini A 
Robert Wranosky. 

The second loop followed the gas 
line road south up into the foothills 
and then across Trona Rd. into the 
pum painted desert area before 

eading into the infamous "Pumpkin 
Patch." The "Patch" is saturated with 
football and basketball size lava rocks. 
This area proved to be the-undoing of 
many riders. The rest of the loop con- 
sisted of rolling hills and some open 
desert. 

Out of five zeros, Joe Dion's four 
seconds really looked good. Good 
enough to take first two looper and 
Open C Vet. Morgan Kavanaugh (first 
Open C) lost 22 seconds to take second 
overall ahead of first 250cc C Bob Farr 
(24 seconds) Randy Kemp (second 
250cc C) and Ken Willahan (third 
250cc C) followed at fourth and fifth 
overall respectively. A total of three 
seconds separated all three 250 C riders. 
Ginger Smith (125cc A Woman lost a 
commendable 3.75 en route to edging 
out Lori Edmundson on her 250 Maico 
by two seconds for top A woman. 

The start of the third loop was north 
of the pits and across the railroad 
tracks that run the length of the valley. 
The course led directly into the foot- 
hills; up Loco Canyon and into the 
"serious enduro stuff." After smacking 
a few rocks the riders went back down 
across the tracks and into the sand 
hills, home of the legendary Invaders 
Downhill and the Pucker Downhills. A 
trip down Pucker two and a few lesser 
hills, a quick run through the rollers 
and the finish line polished off the 
loop. 

One second behind Munyon in 
fourth overall was DMG Maico speed- 
ster Garner Palenske, fresh off his 
honeymoon. Congratulations — to 
Garner and Becky from all your 
enduro friends. Paul Clipper took first 
200cc A honors away from Kurt Butler 
by coming in fifth overall. Kurt's 
second place points put a definite 
wrap on the 1981 200cc class number 
one plate.

Pasqualotto takes 
Gambler point to 
point H&H

BOULDER CITY, NV, OCT. 25 
Team Vegas Cycle continued its 
strong 1-2 punch, with different 
names in the limelight as Anthony 
Pasqualotto brought home top 
honors over Jack Johnson in the Gam- 
blers' hare and hound. This was the 
first overall victory this year for the 
burly Maico rider, who often gets the 
holeshot, but rarely takes the win. 

As the banner dropped for the Ex- 
perts it was Kevin Welch, hot off his 
Check Chase win, in front for the first 
several miles, until he missed a turn 
when he got to a checkpoint ahead of 
the checkers. Kevin quickly found his 
way back to the course and was soon 
on Anthony's tail followed by Bobby 
Davidson, Paul Emerson and Jack 
Johnson, who was riding a 125cc for 
the first time in nine years. Jack, in 
preparation for the ABC Superbikers 
event to be held the following week, 
has his Maico spread over half the 
southwest, so he elected to ride his 
"playbike" a Suzuki RM125 water- 
pumper. Shortly after check two, Welch 
regained the lead, until he crashed, 
putting a kink in his throttle cable. 

Meanwhile, Jack Johnson was 
working his way through the pack and 
passed Anthony in the mountains, to 
be the third rider in the lead. The two 
riders see-sawed back and forth, the 
little Suzuki being a "little down on 
power" and the 490 Maico suffering 
from no rear brake. 

Gas number two, near Nelson, found 
Pasqualotto back in the lead with 
about a 45 second lead on Johnson, and 
Bobby Davidson a close third. Paul 
Emerson pulled into the pits for a fast 
and furious tire change only to find 
that he had two flats, so he decided to 
call it a day. Sam Bass, who was run- 
ning about sixth overall, first Over 38, 
got a rear flat and had to cut the tire 
off the rim to get to the pits, where he 
packed it up. 

At the finish line everyone was 
waiting to see if the hot Maico rider 
could hold off the little 125cc being 
ridden by one of the most versatile rid- 
ers in the sport. With the last section 
being mostly fireroads and dry lake 
bed, Pasqualotto had no problem salt- 
ing away the win, flat tire, no clutch 
and all, finishing the 122 plus mile 
course in just a little over three hours. 
"I'm sure glad there weren't any stop 
checks after the last gas," remarked 
Anthony, who had lost his clutch cable 
and could only get rolling with a push. 
Johnson pulled in for second, first 
125cc, bathed in gas after a close en- 
counter of the cactus kind left his gas 
tank with a hole in it. Third overall, 
first 250cc, was Bobby Davidson, who 
was lucky even to start, much less 
finish. “I lost the transmission last night 
and replaced the whole motor, then 
lost the mag this morning. Then on 
the way to the start line my tire son 
flat,” said Davidson.

PRRO road race

PHOENIX, AZ, OCT. 11 

The Phoenix Road Racing Or- 
ganization's road race at Phoenix 
International Raceway was the 
scene of some close racing. 
However, a tragedy darkened the day 
when a death occurred during the GP 
event. 

R.J. Witt died during the GP race at 
PIR. when he lost control of his 350 
Yamaha and went into a concrete re- 
taining wall at over 70 mph. Just before 
the race he told another rider on the 
starting line that his Yamaha was 
really dialed in, and maybe going a 
little faster than he liked to go. But he 
had been running great that day, stay- 
ing up at the front of the pack in both 
410cc Super Street and GP, and back- 
ing off was just not R. J.'s style. 

In the first GP heat, Ed Hileman on 
his red Belin Suzuki pulled out a quick 
lead right off the start. Strong cross 
winds hit the Suzuki's solid aluminum 
wheels, however, causing it to slide out 
in a lowside on the second turn and 
dumping Hileman in the middle of the 
track right in front of the oncoming 
pack of racers. Pride damaged but re- 
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flexes intact, Hileman did a fast 
scuttle off to the side and out of the 
way, dragging the Suzuki behind him. 
The electronic Gerax ignition system 
was a total loss, but some fast and 
frantic tinkering in the pits and a little 
scavenging off a stock 850 soon solved 
the problem and Hileman was ready 
for the next heat. 

With Hileman out of commission, 
Willie Adams on his mighty 1100 
Suzuki took over the lead, challenged 
the entire time by Witt on his 350 
Yamaha. The track at PIR is tight 
enough so that the smaller bikes with 
their nimble handling characteristics 
and peaky acceleration can stay even 
with and frequently pass the bigger dis- 
placement machines in the GP class. 
Adams held onto the lead, but Witt 
was less than six seconds behind him 
when they crossed the finish line. 

The second heat of the GP class saw 
Willie Adams taking a fast holeshot on 
the entire pack, with a more conserva- 
tive Ed Hileman (sore but wiser) 
settling for second off the line, Witt in 
third and Kevin Elliott in fourth. Hile- 
man was favoring a damaged wrist, 
broken several months ago in a moto- 
cross accident, and didn't argue for 
second when Witt passed him. 

Witt's 350 was running hotter than 
it ever had, and by the fourth lap he 
was able to pass Adams' Suzuki on the 
tight inside course. The race was ex- 
tremely close between Adams and 
Witt, with the lead changing back and 
forth between them until lap six. Witt 
grabbed the last ounce of power from 
the Yamaha, passed Adams on the 
final tight hairpin and began to 
stretch out his lead into the banked 
curve. 

No one will ever know if it was a dip 
in the track, mechanical failure on a 
split-second loss of concentration, but 
suddenly Witt was thrown head first 
from the Yamaha into the wall. For- 
tunately in his fight for the first GP 
win he had ever taken, Witt had 
pulled enough of a lead on the rest of 
the pack so that they were able to 
avoid him, the bike and the fairing 
which had been scattered across the 
track. 

The race was immediately red- 
flagged while paramedics worked for 
45 minutes to revive him. But the force 
of impact broke his neck and Witt 
died on the way to the hospital. 

R.J. was a good man, a good friend 
and a good racer. His death is felt 
deeply by all the PRRO racers, their 
families and friends.

Maico-mounted Steve Banning 
held onto the second position with 
Micky Dymond (Yam) third. Staten 
began to pull away from Banning, but 
Dymond was challenging Banning for 
second best. On lap eight, Dymond 
tried to overtake the Maico rider but 
was stuffed into a corner and went 
down. Staten went on to win with 
Banning second and Dymond passing 
Dale Lewis (Mai) to regain his third- 
place status. 

Moto two was just the opposite. 
Banning ran away with the show, and 
his 2-1 score enabled him to win 
overall. Staten had to settle for second 
best with Tim Theodore (Yam) 
placing third followed by Bill Jewell 
(MM) and Dymond. 

Dave Taylor (Yam) and Staten 
really put on a show in the 250cc class. 
In moto one, Taylor got the holeshot 
ahead of Norman Nilsson (Yam), 
Staten and Troy Lee (Hus). By lap 
two, Staten had closed in on Taylor, 
and Lee was out with mechanical prob- 
lems. With Nilsson comfortably in 
third place, Mike Monaghan (Hus) 
over-took Pete Murray (Mai) in fourth. 

Now the race was on for fifth place. 
Four riders were bunched up for the 
remander of the moto. Murray, Vince 
Butler (LHY), J. Odle (Suz) and C. 
Cole (Yam) all had a chance for fifth 
position if one rider made a small 
mistake. Butler was the first rider to 
make a move on Murray but ended up 
stuck into the ground. 

Up front, Staten was trying 
everything to take the lead from 
Taylor. On the last lap, Taylor made 
one small mistake on the north section 
of the track, and Staten took the lead 
and the win. Taylor outlasted Nilsson 
for second with Monaghan, Murray 
and Cole trailing. 

As Banning did in the Open class to 
Staten, so did Taylor in the 250cc 
Pros. Taylor finally held on to the lead 
and the overall was his after a 2-1 
scoring. Staten again had to settle for 
second best with a very frustrating 
day, but you have to hand it to Taylor 
who exhibited some fine racing 
strategy when he battled with Staten. 

Steve Wiseman (Suz) was the big 
winner in the 125cc Pros. Tony Gomez 
(Suz) had the lead in moto one, but 
Wiseman came back on lap five to 
overtake Gomez for the lead. Wiseman 
and Gomez swapped the lead several 
times before Wiseman settled down 
and went on for the win. Gary Denton 
(Suz) battled with the leaders and did 
lead momentarily but an engine 
failure put the Suzuki out of the 
running. Micky Dymond (Yam) ex- 
changed his big bore for his screamer 
and placed third behind Gomez. 

In moto two, it was all Wiseman 
and Dymond. both riders put together 
another fine ride to command the top 
two positions, Dave Hopwood (Suz), 
after a fifth-place ride in moto one, 
came back in moto two to dominate 
most of the other entrants. Hopwood 
placed third overall.

Walters tops

Halloween cleans 
clash

LITTLE ROCK, CA, OCT. 25 

Life if full of mysteries. Like why 
do they call the place Little Rock 
when it's full of semi-humongous 
rocks as well as bowling ball 
boulders? And how can you be stand- 
ing up to your knees in water laying 
out a section while hoping that your 
event doesn't get cancelled because of 
fire hazard worries? Forest Service con- 
cern was great enough to put a hold on 
general off-road activity in the area, 
but the trial was allowed to go as 
scheduled. 

This year's Trick or Treat was the 
sixth annual, a Valley Observed Trials 
Enthusiasts’ tradition begun at 
Gorman in 1976 and switched to Little 
Rock three years later. 

The most notable V.O.T.E.r, 
Bernie Schreiber, didn't make the 
trial, but he had already made some 
news a couple of weeks earlier. His de- 
parture from Italjet to sign with SWM 
was announced in Italy about 10 days 
before the trial. Since both factories 
are located in Bologna, it wasn't much 
of a geographical move for Bernie, but 
it teams him with this year's world 
champion, Gilles Burgat. 

Bernie is expected to make an ap- 
pearance at Little Rock on December 
12th. That's the Schreiber Cup, the 
final ATA points event of the year. 

Another absentee V.O.T.E.r, Scott 
Head, remains overseas to finish the 
Italian National Championship series 
for Italjet. Scott won the ATA cham- 
pionship last year, but never got a 
chance to defend his title. 

However, the host club's supply of 
ATA . champions wasn't totally 
depleted. 1979 champion Andre Plouffe 


was back in town after riding the 
German world round. El Trial de 
Espana funds made this trip possible. 
Unlike Andre, one rider at that world 
trial wasn't interested in returning 
home. A Polish competitor completed 
the first loop and then reportedly rode 
right up the steps of the polic station to 
ask political asylum. 

For a while there V.O.T.E. Prez 
Kurt Hathaway was looking like the 
guy who took the trick instead of 
handing out a treat. Why else would 
he have a bike with just one footpeg? 

Competition chairman Gary 
Conrad supervised layout of a 20-sec- 
tion loop that required an hour to 
complete riding non-stop. The Experts 
motored around twice and then got 
another shot at the first nine sections. 
The trial attracted 61 starters. 

Coming into the event, Dwaine 
Walters held a narrow 200 point lead. 
In the ATA a win is worth 500 points, 
with a second good for 400 while a 
third is worth 325. Walters was also 
one up in the win column over his 
major competition, Matt Pritchard. 

V.O.T.E.'s Derrick Bernard, spon- 
sored by his dad's Burbank Yamaha/ 
Montesa/SWM shop, topped Pritchard 
in the battle for the runner-up spot. 
That dropped Matt about 375 points 
behind Walters. 

The second place finish was the 17- 
year-old Bernard's best to date. He 
just moved up to Expert last May. 
Then in September he turned in an 
18th in his first attempt at National 
championship series competition. 

Oli Thordarson finished just two- 
tenths of a point behind Pritchard to 
nail down fourth by two points over 
Andre Plouffe. 

Greg Papazian topped Richard 
Spruell by five markers in Amateur 
action. Ted Feland finished just two- 
tenths of a point behind Spruell. 

Gil Smith had an easy day of it, 
topping the Senior A's by 17 points. 
Tom Hascher took second. 

In Senior B action Duane Stone 
edged Andy Cadotte by one clean on a 
tie-breaker. Andy, a former speedway 
racer, came down from Ventura with 
a crew of riders including Ted Thames 
who won the Beginner class.

EDWARDS AFB, CA, OCT. 25 
Twice a year Edwards Air Force 
Base opens its gates to motocross 
racing and the California Racing 
Club was there for their second 
Edwards race of the year. In addition, 
this was the last chance for CRC 
members to qualify for the Nov. 15 
San Diego stadium race. 

For 250cc Pro John Whelchel, it was 
a victorious day.

When the machines came to life for 
their second encounter, Hulsizer once 
again grabbed the holeshot followed 
by Holley, McCoy, Snorteland, Brian 
Chereskoff and Whelchel, who after 
problems out of the gate, was running 
sixth. 


Positions were changing throughout 
the pack with Snorteland.on the move 
after Holley, who had taken the 
command position. Snorteland lost no 
time in slipping a wheel under Holley 
as Whelchel, now in fourth, had him in 
his sights as he needled McCoy for the 
third place slot. Holley and Snorteland 
were going for it, fighting to stay out 
in front of Whelchel who took over 
third and was closing. Whelchel was 
gaining one second per lap and on one 
lap, five seconds. Taking over second, 
Whelchel was on the gas but 
Snorteland was letting out all the stops 
and putting some space between 
himself and Whelchel until he went 
down on the bottom section of the 
course with half a lap to go.

Davis and Kaw 
tops at Wheels of 
Fortune drags 


LAS VEGAS, NV, OCT. 24-25 

The AMA/Dragbike! 1981 Na- 
tional Championship Series pulled 
into the home of Lady Luck and 
was greeted with the prettiest 
weather of the''81 series. That and 
sponsorship by Honda-Kawasaki of 
Las Vegas made the meet a resound- 
ing success, 

The event, the “Wheels of Fortune 
III” was the third running of the meet 
which opened the long dormant Las 
Vegas International Speedrome in 
1978. Kawasaki-powered motorcycles 
dominated the racing, with notable 
exceptions in Pro Dragster, Competi- 
tion Eliminator and Stock, and the 
two ET brackets. Score? Kawasaki-4, 
Honda-2, Yamaha-2 and Harley-1. 

Kawasaki's wins came in the Top 
Fuel category, in Super Elminator, 
Pro Stock and Modified Eliminator. In 
Top Fuel, Wayne Davis eked out a 
hair’s-breadth,  tire-smoking 10.07 
second/134.72 mph win over Keith 
Ruxton’s supercharged Harley, which 
ran a 10.19/138.08. 

In Super Eliminator, racing boiled 
down to a pair-off between two 
machines out of Kawasaki-Honda of 
Las Vegas — Mike Andrews’ super- 
charged Z and Dick Emmons’ nitro- 
burning fuel-injected Z. When 
Emmons lost fire on the first attempt 
at running, Andrews shut off, too, to 
allow his final round opponent to 
refire. Once the awaiting TF finale 
had run, the two refired, and Andrews 
won with a 9.26/146.57 to Emmons’ 
game 9.48 and booming 152.54 mph. 

In Pro Stock, Don Plesser of Ray- 
town, MO drew a little closer to over- 
taking the Suzuki of Greg Sommers in 
the 1981 National Pro Stock number 
one plate chase, winning that category 
in Vegas. Plesser's final round victim 
was Marvin Foster's Z-1. Plesser on his 
Blue Springs Kawasaki ran a 9.51/ 
138.67 to down Fosters troubled 
11.54/116.42. 

In Modified Eliminator racing, semi- 
pro category  hometowner John 
Griego, sponsored by American 
Performance Engineering and Rivera 
Engineering, won the title with a 10.19/ 
130.34 conquest of Ed Malkiewicz's 
RB Racing/Wildlife Racing Suzuki 
GS1000 ultra-stocker. Malkiewicz ran 
a 10.36/125 clocking. The Greigo 
motorcycle was a replacement machine, 
running in AA/Modified class, for the 
turbo cycle which was stolen from him 
at the NMRA Atco, NJ race. Tom 
Deeter loaned him the cycle, and Lee 
Powell donated the engine for the 
race.

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Weather and 
racing hot at 
Medford MX

MEDFORD, OR, OCT. 25 

Mark Matheisen claimed the 
overall in the Pro class at the 
second race of the Medford 
motocross season. Mark followed 


Larry Hooper to the flag in the first 
moto, then took advantage of 
Hooper's second flat tire of the day in 
moto two, placing first and. thereby 
clinching the overall. 

This time of year in Oregon, track 
promoters don't know whether to rent 
a water truck to put water on the 
track, or a pump to get water off the 
track. At the Medford motocross, the 
water truck would definitely have been 
the correct choice as the temperatures 
rose to nearly 80 degrees, and tbe 
track turned hard, dry, and dusty. 

Eighty-six riders came out to do 
battle on the southern Oregon track 
with about 10% of those being Pros. 
Three 125s, and four 250cc Pros and 
one Open Pro showed up to race for 
the 150% payback. These same riders 
decided that they all wanted to race 
for one total purse by combining all 
the classes into one moto. Then Maico 
West rider, Larry Hooper, decided it 
would be fun to race 40-minute motos 
instead of the usual 20 or 30. 

After some friendly persuasion, all 
agreed and when the gate fell, Hooper 
was away in first. The Open Pro rider, 
Randy Pearson, was in second with 
250cc riders Mattheisen and Ray Price 
in third and fourth. Mattheisen and 
Price both pulled by Pearson on laps 
two and three, respectively. 

By this time, Hooper had already 
taken control of the moto and, even 
with a flat rear tire, easily took first. 
Mattheisen was assured of a second- 
place finish when Price stalled his 
Maico in a hairpin turn. Still, Ray was 
able to restart and finish third just 
ahead of the Open rider, Pearson. 

Because of the time factor, the 
second moto was cut to 20 minutes. 
Things got tight right after the gate 
fell when Hooper, Randy Amos and 
Scott Dormin were all forced into each 
other. Hooper got clear, but Amos 
wound up with his foot between 
Dormin's rear tire and fender. The 
result of this was a "knobby rash" on 
Amos' backside. 

Even though Hooper was clear of 
the incident, he stopped to see that 
everyone was alright before restarting 
in last place. By the end of the second 
lap, Hooper was in third behind 
Mattheisen and Price. But then, a 
large nail found its way into Hoopers 
tire, and Larry experienced his second 
flat of the day, putting him out of the 
moto. 

Mattheisen and Price battled for 
several laps before Price went every 
which way but upright on a rough 
straight. Mattheisen went on for the 
win after that. Price gathered himself 
up and got everything going in one 
direction, placing second. Price, 
explaining his get-off, stated with a 
smile, “I never left my bike, but I've 
never been in a position like that.” 
Dennis Pool placed third.

Keller, Freese, 
Davis dazzling at 
Territorial MX

EUGENE, OR, OCT. 25 

Race number two of the 1981- 
82 season proved to be specta- 
cular at Territorial Raceway 
located on the outskirts of Eugene, 
Oregon's second largest city. The 
victors of the day were Rodney Keller 
(Eugene Suz) in 125cc Pro, Mark 
Freese, also Eugene Suzuki, in 250cc 
Pro and Yamaha-mounted Gary Davis 
in Open Pro. All three Eugene riders 
went to double moto wins, 
demolishing the fields in their 
respective classes. 

In moto one of the 125cc Pros, 
Jimmy Wiant (Yam of Springfield) 
took the holeshot followed by Port- 
land's Steve Pless (Suz), Keller and 
Mike McCormick (Yam support). 
Keller took over the lead at the 
completion of one lap, Pless giving 
chase as did Wiant, who was now in 
third, being hounded by McCormick. 

A mid-pack dice was beginning to 
form between McCormick, who was 
developing bike problems, and Wayne 
Church (Valley Cycle Yam). Terry 
Baker (Eugene Suz) and Richard Earle 
(DG/Cycle Country Hon) were also 
joining the mid-pack frenzy as Keller 
was all alone with a super lead 
followed by Pless, Wiant and 
McCormick, who moved rapidly from 
mid to front pack. 

Keller was long gone, and Pless was 
closing the gap, but his fine ride came 
to a halt when he bailed off in the 
whoops, settling for seventh after 
remounting. Second went to Wiant 
with Church third, McCormick 
fourth, Baker fifth, Earle sixth and 
Pless rounding out the top seven. 

Moto two, Keller was quick to put 
the hammer down while Wiant, Pless, 
Baker and Church gave chase. Both 
Earle and McCormick took southern 
Oregon soil samples and brought up 
the rear at the end of lap one. Pless 
overtook Wiant, for second and was 
bound and determined to get Keller 
who was already moving out on the 
second lap, catching an unbelievable 








amount of air off the stadium style 
jumps that line this fine 2.0-mile 
course. McCormick was in sixth but 
was putting in the fastest lap times at 
2:07 and was soon pressuring Baker 
for fifth. Keller held off Pless for the 
win while Wiant closed in for third, 
Church fourth, Baker fifth, 
McCormick sixth and Earle seventh. 
Overall it was Keller (1-1), Wiant (2-3) 


-Church (3-4), Pless (7-2) and Baker 


fifth with his consistent 5-5. 

In 250/Open Pro combined action, 
Steve Williams (Herb's/Yamaha sup- 
port) took command over Skeet Hise 
(Eastside Kaw), Mark Freese (Eugene 
Suz).and Gary Bault (Yam of Rose- 
burg). Hise's stay in second was short- 
lived when he snapped a chain. while 
closing in on Williams, putting in Freese 
for second place. Freese crashed, 
dropping back behind the Open Pros 
which consisted of Expert flat-tracker 
Gary Davis (Yam), Don Durralt (Hon 
of Roseburg) and Johnny Olten 
(Ashland Hon/Mai). Freese moved 
through the pack at a blistering pace, 
passing the Open Pros in one swoop. 


Bault reeled in Williams, who has 
been out of action as of late due to a 
summer injury, and just as soon was 
nabbed by Freese, who was quick to 
inherit the lead. Freese took moto one 
followed by Bault, Williams and Hise. 
Daivis took the Open Pro win as 
Durrant took second and Olten went 
DNF. 

Moto two had Hise haul into the 
lead with Williams riding his rear 
fender. Bault held down third and 
Freese fourth, being held up by Bault. 
Freese got by Bault and swooped in on 
Williams, but that was after a three- 
lap struggle until the halfway mark. 
Davis was again in fifth and first Open 
Pro followed by Durrant. 

Hise was hooking his rear tire into 
the turf and holding new Pro Freese at 
bay. Freese set up Hise in the back 
tree-lined series of whoops, but Hise 
thought otherwise and held on for the 
win over Freese, Williams, Bault, 
Davis and Durrant. Overall it was 
Freese (1-2), Hise (4-1), Williams (3-3) 
and Bault (2-4). Davis took the overall 
with his 1-1 in Open Pro as Durrant 
took a 2-2 and Olten had a 3-3 third. 

The 125cc Intermediate class is 
always a seat-edger here at Territorial. 
Dwayne Taylor (Hon of Eugene) took 
the holeshot followed by Jeff 





Toedtmeier (Yam), Mark Esterburg 
(Yam) and Lenny Sayles (Yam). 
Taylor had a picture-perfect lead over 
Toedmeier and Loch Names (Kaw), 
who got off in dead last and was 
making the fastest lap times on his 
1978 KX125. Names is an excellent 
Pro, who was just out to put pressure 
on Taylor, who has been elbowed 
many times about moving up to Pro. 

These two put on quite a show as Rick 
Gunderson (Eugene Suz) moved to 
third. At the flag Taylor won with 
Names, Esterburg and Sayles 
following (but not close). Taylor took 
moto two as well for another 
decimating 1-1 overall followed by 
Names, who did not count, Esterburg, 
Gunderson and Sayles.

Whelchel, Holley, 
Hooper crowned 
Oregon State MX 
Champs

ROSEBURG, OR, OCT. 17-18 
California riders Jim Holley and 
John Whelchel, and Oregon rid- 
er Larry Hooper became Oregon 
State Champions at the Clarks 
Branch $1000 Oregon State Champion- 
ship motocross. 

Jim Holley, traveling and racing 
around the country, took his Jerry 
“Haus” Ireland-tuned Yamaha to 
double moto wins in the 250cc Pro 
class while John Whelchel piloted his 
Yamaha support/Kal-Gard-sponsored 
YZ to 2-1 finishes for the overall. win 
in the 125cc Pro class. Larry Hooper 
stood alone in saving the honor of the 
old Oregon Beaver by winning the 
Open Pro class and turning in two sec- 
ond-place finishes behind Holley in 
the 250cc class. 

Again this year, the Clarks Branch 
Oregon State Championship was a two- 
day event with the Amateurs racing 
three motos — two on Saturday and 
one on Sunday — and the Pros racing 
two 30-minute motos, both on Sunday. 

On Sunday, 13 125cc Pros vied for 
the $430 that was up for grabs in that 
class. When the starter dropped the 
gate, Mark Gregson, riding under the 
Yamhill Yamaha banner, pulled into 
the lead. John Whelchel rolled around 
Mark in the second turn taking over 
first with Rod Keller riding in third. 
Whelchel led Gregson and Keller 
around the track for 20 minutes, but 
at that time, Gregson slipped by in a 
fast right-hand turn to regain the lead. 
About this same time, Keller's chain 





broke, putting him out of the moto 
and giving third to Vancouver, WA 
rider Jeff Cropper. That order held to 
the finish. 

The start of the second moto found 
moto one's top finishers all back in the 
pack with Cropper in fourth, Whelchel 
in sixth and Gregson next to last in 
12th palce. But by the fourth lap, 
Cropper worked his Ceet racing/Kal- 
Gard-sponsored Suzuki into first with 
Whelchel and Gregson in second and 
third. Cropper and Whelchel then 
pulled far ahead of the pack and start- 
ed lapping riders. It looked like the 
race for first place would have to be 
decided right at the finish line. 

With half a lap to go, the two leaders 
dropped out of sight on the back part 
of the track. When it came time for 
them to come back into view, only 
Whelchel did so. Cropper had gotten 
behind a lapped rider and fell. He still 
had time to remount and place second 
ahead of Gregson. Later in the pits, 
Cropper was understandably upset, 
and he stated, “I was screaming (at 
lapped riders) all around the track!" 

The combination of tuner Bob 
Cicerchi's starting line preparation 
and rider Tim Michlitsch's riding skill 
made Tim unbeatable off the line in 
the first 250cc Pro moto. The Kawasaki 
support rider rocketed into the lead 
with Yamaha's Jim Holley in second. 
Maico West rider Larry Hooper was in 
third by lap three after getting caught 
in the gate. 


Michlitsch looked unbeatable for 
the first half of the moto but then 
faded slightly as both Holley and 
Hopper got by. Hooper, on the mend 
from a broken collarbone, made a 
good effort to catch Holley and was 
slowly closing in on the Yamaha rider 
when time ran out. After the moto, 
Michlitsch commented, “I got tired; I 
couldn't hang on. The track is probably 
the best I've ever seen it. It was fun." 

Moto two was an exact copy of one, 
even when it came to the start. 
Michlitsch again blew the other 250cc 
Pros away. But as before, both Holley 
and Hooper got by. The order at the 
finish was again Holley, Hooper and 
Michlitsch. Placing fourth was 
Whelchel. 

The small Open Pro classs was all 
Larry Hooper’s as he led both motos 
from start to finish aboard his Maico 
West 440 Maico. 

Thus ended this year's Oregon State 
Championships. The real champions 
of the two day event were the hard 
working folks of the Clarks Branch 
Cycle Club and all the Amateurs who 
raced their hearts out, thus helping to 
make the event successful.

Wright right at 
Spur GP

SPUR, TX, OCT. 17 

The eighth annual Spur Grand 
Prix would not be denied its 
running by Texas floods as Sat- 
urday skies turned sunny with 
temperatures in the 70s. The course 
itself was perfect with its moist dirt 
and two creek crossings which made 
spectating fun and eventful. This 
years course was lengthened to 
include about 2.5 miles of dirt and one 
mile of pavement. 

One group of riders proved partic- 
ularly dominant this year. Four riders 
from the Texas Cross Country Racers 
Association, including Dana Wright, 
Billy Smith, Mike Connell and Bruce 
Hallmark, showed very quickly what 
the “P” prefix on their side panels 
stood for — Pros!

His 
awesome charge was soon over, 
though, as his Maico refused to shift at 
about the 45-minute mark. 

During this time, Mike Connell had 
moved into fourth and was carving his 
430 Husky around the track hot on the 
heels of Gary Johnson’s 465 Yamaha. 
Johnson pitted near the midpoint of 
the race and Connell powered into 
third where he stayed for the 
remainder of the race. Johnson re- 
entered the fray and moved back to 
fourth by the flag. 

At the end of the two-hour race, it 
was Wright with a comfortable lead 
followed by Billy Smith who turned in 
a liquid-smooth ride on his 450 
Honda. Connell came through 30 
seconds later for third overall. Tommy 
Barber turned in an impressive ride on 
his Can-Am to win the 250cc class 
ahead of Gary Tucker, also on a Can- 
Am. Tucker and his brother Neil 
teamed up with Tracy Womack to 
win the team honors.
